IN ONTARIO. 
GREAT LOSS.

STRATFORD, Ont., Sept. 10.—The bush fires 
north and south of this town dave 
been raging for the past two weeks, 
doing great damage. To the north the swamp 
known as the Ellice Swamp, covering thousands 
of acres, has been on fire for about ten days. 
Ashes from this extensive fire fall on the streets, 
and the whole town is thickly enveloped in 
smoke. The destruction of property is some- 
thing enormous, Farmers near the swamp 
ua ve had all their buildings and contents en- 
tirely destroyed. The farmers and ail the 
help that could be obtained have te- 
voted all their time to fighting the 
flames, but, owing to everything being so dry, 
and the scarcity of water, the work of devasta- 
tion goes on in spite of ali that is done. Unless 
rain comes, it will be utterly @seless to fight the 
flames, and they must necessarily destroy every- 
thing io their path. 

THE LOSS OF TIMBER 

will be enormous. Those who are in a position 
to know say it cannot be estimated. A number 
of families are now homeless. Rain has not 
fallen here in seven weeks, and all vegetation 
has been completely burned. Fences along tne 
line of railway fall an easy prey to the 
flames, scarcely a rod being left. Telegraph 
poles aud wires all suffer. Trains north on the 
Stratford & Huron Railway were canceled for 
some time, owing to the track being on fire, but, 
as everything that can be destreyed hus been 
destroyed, the trains have been resumed. The 
northern gravel road has been abandoned, as 
culverts and bridges are burned. Tne Village 
of Gad's Hill, north of here, has been and is still 
in imminent danger. All the villagers are at 
work digging trenches and using every availa- 
ble means to check the Onward course of the

There was no evidence in the case to warrant 
this accusation.

If 
there are any fathers and mothers in Chicago 
weeping for that cause, they are doing Dr. 
Thomas a great injustice. It does no credit 
to their good sense or candor that they should 
attempt to hold him responsible for faults of 
youth that are more likely due to the indul- 
gence or severity of foolish parents. There 
is nothing in Dr. Thomas’ teachings to en- 
courage drinking.“ The downfall which lies 
in “dancing,” “card-playing;” or theatre- 
going is a matter for dispute, though we 
believe he discourages all these practices.

THE THOMAS! TRIAL. 


The verdict of the court of inquiry in the 
case of Dr. Thomas was not ynexpected. It 
amounts simply to an ecclesiastical indict- 
ment. or presentation for trial, without 
prejudice to the cause; and the sentence of 
suspension until the conference can pass 
upon the merits of the case isa brutum ful- 
men. Practically, Dr. Thomas has been sus- 
pended since he relinquished the pastoral 
charge of Centenary Church. He received 
no appointment from the last conference, 
The work which he is now doing in Hooley’s 
Theatre is unauthorized by the Methodist 
Chureh. He is temporarily the head of an 
independent organization. It can be no 
hardship, therefore, tor him to be declared 
officially independent by a jury composed of 
his former associates. 

Dr. Thomas was arraigned for “ dissem- 
inating erroneous teachings”’ in relation to 
the inspiration of the Scriptures, the atone- 
ment, and future punishment. The evi- 
dence against him was considerately fur- 
nished by himself in a sermon prepared for 
that express purpose. It was explicit. The 
Doctor nas the courage of his opinions. He 
was not averse to a trial on account of what 
he believes and teaches, and he desired that 
there should be no doubt on this score among 
his clérical brethfen. For this reason we 
think it was unfortunate, to say the least, 
that the court of inquiry did not see fit to 
accept the proposition of his counsel and 
try him only for the views expressed 
in his published sermons, Hearsay er- 
idence is proverbially uncertain; and 
since Dr. Thomas had the courage to state 
in public precisely what he did believe and 
teach, he should have been tried for these 
deliberate opinions and for no othera It de- 
tracted from the dignity of the council to 
have private conversations and the babble of 
the ladies’ prayer-meetings introduced in 
evidence. 

The testimony andthe arguments natural- 
ly fell into three parts, and for the sake of 
convenience it may be well to consider them 
80. 

1. With reference to the inspiration of the 
Scriptures. Dr. Thomas was convicted on 
this specification by a vote of 6to 3. It would 
have been impossible to convict him from 
his published utterances. But it was 
shown that he had spoken disrespectfully 
in private of Joshua and “old Job.” 
He didn't believe that story about the sun 
standing still. He had never been able to 
decide to his own satisfaction whether old 
Job“ ever lived or not. Here again Dr. 
Thomas magnanimously lent a helping hand 
to the prosecution. He took the witness- 
stand and confessed his dubiety about Job. 
These confessions showed that his doctrine 
concerning the inspiration of the Scriptures 
carried him a long way. 
said, ashe did in his published sermons, 
that he did not believe all parts of the Script- 
ures were equally and infallibly inspired 
without causing anxiety in the Church ; but, 
‘when he began to particularize in the case 
of Joshua and Job, he alarmed the brethren. 
Therein he exemplified the evils of individ- 
liberty in such matters, For if Joshua 

Job are permitted to go, who can insure 
vara'y of Moses and en ?

Dr. Thomas of erroneous teaching on this 


head. He would not disavow the belief 
in probation after death imputed to him. 
Nothing can be cleater than that this 
is not Methodist dogtrine. The Church be- 
lieves and teaches its children that the 
“ wicked shall go away into éveriasting pun- 
isument.“ and that the period of repentance, 
forgiveness, and absolution is limited to this 
world. There was no escape for Dr. Thomas 
if he believed in a probationary state aiter 
death. If he had been acquited on the other 
counts, he must have been convicted on this. 

The result of the inquiry is that a true bill 
has been found against Dr. Thomas. He is 
under an ecclesiastical indictment; and the 
chances of an acquittal before the confer- 
ence are fewer than they were before the 
grand jury. Whether the trial is before a 
committee or the full conference the result 
can searcely be different. He has already 
been condemned bya rising vote of nearly 
all his brethren in the conference. Cer- 
tainly there hus been no extension or modi- 
fication of his doctrines in a year to cause a 
change of feeling in his behalf. 

The preliminary verdict need not bea 
source of distress either to Dr. Thomas or 
to the Methodist Church. Ile is abundantly 
justified, first, because he has enunciated his 
viewsina bold and manly way; and, secondly, 
because he had the right of every reformer 
to attempt to secure their adoption by the 
body of which he was a member. If he cat- 
not do that, Ne can go out. He is naturally 
reluctant to leave the Church of his fathers 
and of his own youth; but he owes a higher 
duty to what be deems the truth than to 
any sentiment, however tender. 

The Church also is justified. The trial 
was forced upon it. Dr. Thomas would 
have itso. He has been accorded a fair and 
full hearing, and been judged bya jury of 
his peers. The Church does not deny the 
right of individual judgment or liberty; but 
it does insist that its appointed teachers 
shall not deride and assail its fundamental 
doctrines. If it did not do this it would not 
be a Church. It must maintain its own in- 
tegrity. It has the right of any government 
to perpetuate its existence by the use of the 
means within its power. The trial was not 
only fair: 
dignified and creditable to all concerned. 
The prosecution was extremely able. Except 
for one cruel and unjust aspersion upon 
Dr. Thomas, neither Dr. Jewett nor 
Dr. Hatfield could have improved upon 
it in spirit or results. The detense 
was equally vigilant and sincere. The Pre- 
siding Elder was as impartial as an earthly 
judge could well be. The trial was an honor 
to Methodism, which has had many worse 
examples set it in this city, and chose to fol- 
low none of them. 

Dr.. Thomas’ usefulness will nut be im- 
paired by the verdict. The people clearly 
understand that, whether he is a good 
Methodist or not, he isa good man. He has 
moral convictions of the highest kind, and 
confesses them not only by his pulpit dis- 
course, but by the example of his daily life. 
Illis eloquence as an orator, his influence as 
a citizen and neighbor, and his efliciency as a 
teacher will be neither more nor less in the 
future than they have been in the past, ex- 
cept as this trial may tendto bring him into 
public notice and increase the throngs that 
aitend his weekly services. 


BAD TELEGRAPHIC SERVICE. 

Within the past few months the character 
of the service performed by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company has deteriorated 
in so marked a degree as to excite general 
comment and give rise to widespread com- 
plaint. The New York Herald of Friday 
last in an editorial states the case as follows: 


Why has the Western Union telegraphic serv- 
ice so sadiy deteriorated recently? Nearly every 
muil to tne Heraid brings numerous complaints 
from business men and the non-commercial 
classes on the subject. The general tenor of 
these complaints is that messages from pear as 
well as distant points take hours and hours in 
transmission, thereby causing inconvenience 
and in many cases anxiety, loss of time, and, 
frequently, loss of money. To give oue out of 
many instances of inelficiency: A dispatch 
filed at Long Branch a few days ago at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon was not delivered until nearly 
three hours later at its destination on Broad- 
way, nearly opposit the Western Union build- 
ing. The Herad’s own experience in the receipt 
of its special dispatches bears out tnese charges 
ot carelessness, mismanagement, or whatever 
other term the company may choose to call it. 
Matter intended for publicggion is delivered in 
the most unsatisfactory ma) er. The dispatches 
are late, and we know it HAL. * a our cor- 
respondents.

The inefficient and unsatisfactory service 
complained of in New York is no less a dis- 
agreeable pecullarity of the Chicago office of 
the Western Union, and Tur Tripune is 
prepared to indorse all the Heruld says, and 
more, too. ‘The business-men of Chicago are 
loud in their fault-finding on the score of 
inaccuracy and delay in the telegraphic mes- 
sages they send and receive. Particularly is 
this true of what is known as the Board of 
Trade branch of the service. It is no un- 
common thing to see the operator in charge 
‘ot that service besieged by half a doZen par- 
ties having complaints of one sort or another 
to prefer; and it is sald a perfect flood of let- 
ters of complaint pours into the Western 
Union office in this city every day, the num- 
ber being so great that to properly investi- 
gate, rectify, and explain would require the 
exclusive time of three or four employés, 
The company not being disposed to go to 
this expense, of course the great bulk of the 
complaints remain uninvestigated and un- 
answered. 

The character of the telegraphic service 
rendered the daily press of this city, if Tun 
TRIBUNE’s experience is a fair criterion, is 
positively disgraceful. It is infinitly in- 
ferior to the service of ten years ago, when 
the science of telegraphy was comparatively 
undeveloped. Not a day or a night passes 
in Tur Tripune’s telegraph room that does 
not bring from twenty to five times twenty 
samples of the grossest ae ver 
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181 —— the Western Union 
monopoly was a reduction in the wages 
of operators, the effect of which was to 
drive the best men from the company’s em- 
ploy, and to fill their places with ignorant 
and incompetentt operators. It is the old 
story over agaigq of monopoly, greed, and 
indifference to public interest. If the 
public complain there is no remedy; it 
must take poor service or none at all, and 
the only consolation, to be found in the sit- 
uation is in the sertainty that this state of 
things cannot continue forever, and the 
probability that the public will not much 
longer remain helpless for lack of competi- 
tion in the cusiness of — 


v4 Council Committee on Licenses have 
recommended the passage of the ordinance 
which has been introduced limiting the 
number of saloons to 1,000 and increasing the 
yearly license from $52 to $300. Though the 
proposed ordinance is not exactly what it 
ought to be, it isa step in the right cirec- 
tion, and we hope the committee’s recom- 
mendation has been made in good faith, and 
that the Aldermen composing the License 
Committee will make an honest and deter- 
mined effort to secure the passage of the or- 
dinance either as it stands or in an im- 
proved form. 

The limitation put upon the number of the 
saloons in the proposed ordinance might be 
dropped out without any detriment to the 
object in view. The purpose, as we con- 
ceive it, is twofeld—viz.: (1) To increase 
the city revenues from a traffic which can 
well afford to sustain a larger share of the 
costof maintaining the City Government; and 
(2) to concentrate the control and manage- 
ment of the saloon business into the hands 
of more responsible parties. Both these 
ends can be reached, we belleve, by a proper 
increase in the charge for a license, and 
without undertaking to put arbitrary limit 
upon the number of saloons. If the license 
fee be increased from $52 to $300 a year, or 
nearly six times as much as the saloons have 
been paying heretofore, there is no doubt 
that the number of saloons will be sensibly 
diminished; but so long as a revenue from 
saloons is the policy of the city, it would be 
unbusinesslike to shut off revenue by arbi- 
trarily reducing the number thereof to any 


number of saloons under a $50 license is 
about 3,000, and that an increase of the license 
to $300 will reduce them to about 1,000, 


| then the city will derive twice as much 


revenue from one-third the number of 
saloons. This willbe a benefitin two ways: 
first, by a reduction in general taxation equal 
to the increase of $150,000 of license-reve nue, 
and, secondly, by a reduction in the number and 
improvement in the character of the saloons. 

The model license-system for saloons is the 
graded system, whereby the saloon selling 


nothing but beer and light wines should pay, 


100 a year, and the saloon authorized to 
sell whisky and all kinds of heavy, intoxi- 
cating liquors should pay, say, $300. This 
would be a temperance as well as a revenue 
measure. It would resultin closing out the 
cheap, nasty, and dangerous “ gin-mills,” 
would eliminate whisky and “schnapps”

| from the great majority of German beer- 


saloons, and would confine the general 
saloon business to the larger and more or- 
derly barrooms in hotels and leading 
localities, The concert-saloons, variety-halls, 
and various resorts for the indiscriminate 
association of the sexes where liquor is sold 
ought to be taxed, under such a system, not 
less than $1,000 a year, and, if the effect of 
such acharge should be to wipe them out 
altogether the community would be the 
gainer: it would certainly reduce their num- 
ber to the minimum. The distinction be- 
tween the sale of beer and liquors could bé 
preserved by a heavy penalty for every in- 
fraction of the ordinance—a revocation of the 
license after the second or third offense, and 
a strict enforcenftnt of the law by the police. 

It would be of great benefit to Chicago, 
both financially and morally, if the Council 
were to adopt an intelligent license system. 
There would need be nothing prohibitory or 
repressive about such a system, but it would 
operate to weed out the more dangerous and 
disreputable resorts, promote beer-drinking 
at the expense of whisky-drinking, and con- 
tribute at once to the revenues and good 
order of the city. 


THE MAY FESTIVAL. 

As will be seen elsewhere in our musical 
columns, the work for the May Festival of 
1882 in this city has at last been systematic- 
ally laid out by Mr. W. L. Tomlins, Mr. 
Theodore Thomas’ chapelmaster, and that 
gentleman will enter upon it at once with 
his customary energy and enthusiasm. The 
Festival Committee is also composed of gen- 
tlemen of public spirit and wealth, many of 
them prominently identified with our mu- 
sical interests for many years, so that the 
public is warranted in anticipating a large 
measure of success anda festival which in 
ail its features will eclipse anything of a 
musical character ever given here before. 

Such an event, so auspiciously commenced, 

offers many suggestions that are worthy of 
consideration, perhaps none more so than its 
musical character in its relation to Chicago, 
The growth of this city as a commercial 
centre has always bellttled and overshad- 
owed its just claims as an educational and

To the 
many students who live in the vast territory 
of the Northwest Chicago can afford facili- 
ties for study: but hitherto, with all the ad- 
vantages of good teachers and schools, Chica- 
go has lacked that art-atmosphere which 
apart from and independent of lessons tends 
to develop musical cultivation. The con- 
certs, song-recitals, matinées, and wmusi- 
cales will be supplemented by the over- 
shadowing influence of the great festi- 
val, and it will supply the atmosphere 
in which they will grow and flourish all the 
more luxuriantly. It is a very narrow 
view of the situation which assumes that 
the smaller departments of musical effort 
are to be dwarfed or prejudiced by the 
festival. Music has never been so general 
or remunerative in Cincinnati as since her 
festivals, and the same will happen here. 
We have only considered the festival from 
a few musical points of view. It might be 
presented in many others with equal force, 
for it appeals to the public for recognition 
and support in every possible way. We be- 
lieve it will be recognized and sustained in 
the handsomest manner, for Chicago people 
are notin the habit of making failures when 
they undertake great ventures,

It is very evident that the writer ot such com- 
ments is not a married man. Otherwise he 
would know that women of character always 
have opinions at critical moments, and that 
no Cabinet nor any other formidable com- 
bin ation of men can prevent them from giv- 
ing expression to those opinions, Nor do 
sensible men try to repress the opinions of 
sensible women; neither do they scorn it. nor 
flippantly and contemptuously neglect It. 
Moreover, Mrs. Garfield has a verfect right to 
an opinion on the subject of the President's 
inability. There is no one else to whom the 
life and the rights of the President are so sa- 
cred as they are to her. It would be very 
strange if, with her experience and know!l- 
edge of public affairs, she should not enter- 
tain an opinion worthy of consideration as 
to the propriety of calling in Gen. Arthur to 
discharge the duties to which the American 
people appointed her husband, and equally 
strange if she declined to state that opinion 
upon a proper occasion. It is not necessary 
to say that the Cabinet has no right to be in- 
fluenced in the discharge of its duties by any 
sentiment of Mrs. Garfield’s; that is simply a 
matter of course. But we know of no pro- 
vision in the Constitution or laws which 
makes it the duty of the Cabinet to callin the 
Vice-President to assume the office and du- 
ties of President; and, if Mrs. Garfield ad- 
vised the Cabinet to do no such thing, her 
advice was wise and timely, and the Cabinet 
have done exceedingly well to heed it. 

It is essentially un-American to deny to 
a woman the privilege of expressing her 
opinions on matters that come near to 
her, and it is unwise in America or any- 
where else to ignore such opinions. This 
feminine privilege is of more value both to 
women and to the country than the ballot 
would be under a system of woman suffrage. 
If ever woman justified her claim to the ex- 
ercise of this privilege and to respect for her 


opinions, Mrs. Garfield has done so. If the |

SOCIAL | SCIENCE AND BABIES. 

The Social Science Convention, now in ses- 
sion at Saratoga, which usually deals with 
abstruse subjects of very little practical use 
in seeiety, took up babies the other day for 
consideration. The actual quintessences 
themselves were not broughtin and exam- 
ined, but they were regarded in the abstract, 
which of course was more convenient to the 
scientists and left them more quiet opportu- 
nities for theorizing and idealizing. As very 
few of the members of the convention have 
babies of their awn, the discussion was not 
a very practical one, and we must confess

form. A land reform agitation could 
not be carried on under more favor- 
able auspices. At the elections of 1830 the farmer 
and agricultural laborer cut loose from the 
Squire and Hector, and appeared as potent 
factors of Liberalism. Hodge ret uses any longer 
to believe in the doctrine taught for centuries 
by the parson that Providence has doomed 
him to do his duty in that stäte of life to 
which it had pleased God to call him, and to 
aspire to nothing higher. He tore off the last 
badge of villainage in that contest, and what 
everybody foresaw : 

IS COMING TO PASS, 
The emancipated farmers’ first act is to be made 
the abolition of primogeniture and entail. 
The Farmers’ Alliance, the local farmers’ clubs,

but land reform. Moreover, if the Tories 
swept the country on the “fair-trade” plat- 
form, it is as certain as anything in politics can 
be that they would be wrecked in try- 
ing to impose a. tariff. If they 
taxed foreign wheat and dead meat, the 
workmen would grumble. If they did not tax 
foreign produce, the farmers would say they 
had been swindled. If they taxed foreign man- 
ufactures, the farmers would protest. If they 
did not tax them, the artisan would charge them 
with having obtained office under false pre- 
tenses. The task of a protectionist Ministry in 
England would be an appalling, perhaps 

‘ AN IMPOSSIBLE ONF, 
forthe reason that about nine-tenths of the 

British imports consist of raw materials, the 
taxation of which is contrary to protectionist 
principles. The land-reform platform. on 
the contrary, would be comparatively 
easy of accomplishment. The Lords 
would doubtless make a stand in their 
last ditch, but it would avail nothing. Land 
reform and the disestablighment of the Church 
were virtually carried with the reform bill of 
1832, and the Tories hastened the day when in 
1367 they admitted a crowd of political lazzaroni 
to the franchise. 

THE RESULT OF THE CONTEST IN TYRONE 
is satisfactory evidence of the decay of ‘foryism 
in Ulster. Ulster has been the stronghold of 
Toryism since the old plantation days. When 
the ascendancy began to wanc, Orangeism 
sprang up, its principles being founded on 
a bysterical attachment to the constitution 
under the anomalies and injustice of which. the 
Protestant garrison in Ireland had maintained 
its supremacy.

An Interesting Point of Law Decided 
by Secretary Blaine in an Extradi- 
tion Case.

WasninaTton, D. C., Sept. 1.—One Ormsby 

was Treasurer of the Buda Pesth Hospital, Vi- 
enna, Austria. It is supported by pationa!l end 
municipal appropriations and by private dona- 
tions. Ormsby absconded last fail to America, 
bringing with him the funds in bis possession. 
He took up his residence temporarily in Boston. 
The Austrian Government asked his extradition 
as an embeszier of public moneys. He was ar- 
rested on an extradition warrant, and on a pre- 
liminary examination was found to be guilty as 
alleged and would have been surrendered at 
once to the representatives of the Aus- 
trian Government had not his coun- 
sel, @ bright young Host ou lawyer. 
deseried what seemed to him a fatal legal defect 
in the case against his client. He was charred 
with being an embezzier ot public funds. Were 
the funds in the treasury of the hospital public 
funds? Counsel thought not. So he appealed 
to the President of the Onited States. There 
seemed to be some question as to the right of 
the President or his representative, the Secre- 
tary of State, to review the finding of a United 
States Commissioner in an extradition case, al- 
though the practice bas been for some time to 
have such an examination of the cise 
when it was desired. In order that 
this vexed question might be settled, the Secre- 
tary of State referred it to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. The Attorney-General decides that the 
President, or bis representative, the Secretary 
of State, has the right to review the fincings of 
a Uuited States Commissioner in an extradition 
case.

HINDOO'’S FIRST DEFEAT. 

The defeat of the famous 3-year-old colt Hin- 
doo by Crickmore at Coney Island last Wedne s- 
day was an event gf such importance that the 
following description of the race, written by 
“ Vigilant” for the Spirit of the Times, will be 
read with interest: 

The heated weather of Wednesday brought a 
rood attendante tothe track.

The cheer- 
ing continued long after the horses had passed, 
and when they returned to the paddock it was 
continued, and an effort was made to carry 
Hugbes in triumph on the shoulders of the 
welding's backers.

That Hindoo is very far below in bis form, I 
have vot met the map who doubts. His appear- 
ance and actions before the start were not those 
of a borse in high condiuon, and, though he was 
utterly unable to extend himself as was his 
wont, he ran like an aroused lion, and a more 
honest horse never looked through a bridle. 
Crickmore is making rapid improvement, and 
returning to bis early form. That he will be a 
dangeoous horse this fall seems certain, but that 
he is the equal of Hindoo I do not believe for a

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The Duke of Wellington’s Duel. 


To the Editor of the London Daily News: In 
our issue of this day you refer the duel 
ought between the Duke of Wellington and 
Lord Winchelsea more than * 122 ago. 
You lay the scene in Battersea Park, and sa 
that it is intended to piace a stone there wit 
a commenilorative inc 
vile Memoirs” the scene is laid at 
Wimbldon, and as it may interest some of 
your readers, I venture to send you a few 
extracts. Under date of March 21, at night, 1829, 
Greville writes: “This morning the Duke 
fought a duel with Lord Winchelsea. Nothing 
could equal the astonishment pg by this 
event. „ . Allblame Lord Winchelsea, but 
they are divided as to whether the Duke ought 
to have fought or not. Lord Winchelsea 
is such a maniac, and has 80 lost his 
head, that everybody imagined the Duke 
would treat what be said Wh sileot contempt. 
He thought otherwise, and without sayi a 
word to any of his colleagues, or to anybody but 
Hardinge, bis second, be wrote and demanded 
an apology. After many letters and messages 
between the parties (Lord Faimoutb being Lord 
Wincbelsea’s second), Lord Winchelsea de- 
clined making any. apology, and they met at 
ere were many 
people about who saw what passed. They 
at a distance of fifteen pacos. Be- 
fore they began Harbinge went up to Win- 
chelsea ang Falmouth and said de must pro- 
test against the proceed and deciare that 
their conduct in refusing an apology woen Lord 
Winchelsea was so much in the wrong filled him 
with disgust. The Duke fired and mi „ and 
then Winchelsea fired in the air. He imme- 
diately pulled out of bis pocket the paper which 
has since appeared, but in which the word 
‘apology’ was omitted. Duke read it, 
and said it would not do. Lord Falmouth said 
he was not come there to quibbie about words, 
and that he was ready to make the apology 
to whatever terms would be satisfactory, and 
the word ‘apology’ was inserted on the ground. 
The Duke then touched bis hat, and said; * Good 
morning, my Lords.“ mounted his horse, and 
rode on. At 1 o'clock the Duke went to 
Windsor to tell the King what had happened.“

While throughout the larger cities of the 
United States building has been extremely 
active the past season, it has remained fer 
Chicago enterprise and Chicago builders to 
demonstrate what could be done in rapia 
and perfect construction, As such the Hav- 
erly Theatre will stand as an example of the 
quickest built and at the same time the most 
substantial and in every way satisfactory 
building of this character ever put up in this 
or any other city. 

The credit for this work, while it rests 
upon all who have had any part in the con- 
struction (after the architect who took the 
responsibility and made the designs from 
which the theatre was built), esvecially be- 
longs to Messrs. McGraw Downey, the

ARCHITECTURAL. 


When this theatre, which is now completed 
and stands a sample of what — 
and designing ability can do when properly 
combined, was first provected a thorough 
search was made by Mr, Haverly for men 
competent to design and superintend a build- 
ing destined to be the chief temple of Thes- 
pis in this 1 plans presented by 
Oscar Cobb. „were accepted, and a 
long list of the best theatres in the West 
were his references. While Mr. Cobb is the 
architect and has due credit as such, 
credit is also due hig foreman, Mr. George A.

The two gentlemen 
combined are perhaps unequaled in the 
building of theatres in the country, The 
beautiful Academy of Music is a monument 
to their ability, and we are informed it 
is in a great measure due to Mr. Cobb’s and 
Mr, Masters’ untiring energy in pushing each 
department of the work, and their thorough 
understanding of all the details of the con- 
struction that Mr. Cobb, ably assisted by Mr. 
Masters, were enabled to complete the con- 
tracts in the specified time, and helping Mr. 
IIaveriy to make good his promise to the 
people, and give them a place of amusement 
par excellence in the remarkably brief time 
allotted. Thus we find that these gentlemen, 
Mr. Cobb, architect, in — and the energy 
of Mr. Masters have won for themselves a 
lasting reputation throughout the country 
88 business tact and afchitectural 
ability. 

Mr. Downey laid the first stone of the mas- 
sive foundations ey in July, and Messrs. 
Diener & Robinson placed the 

CUT STONE 
upon the ground ready for the masons with 
extraordinary promptitude. The — 
frout, six stories in hight, is faced with 
the finest quality of Lemont limestone. 
It was cut and polished at extensive 
yards of the firm at the corner of Fifth 
avenue and Harrison street, and after the 
building was completed it was beautifully sila- 
cated, and presents to the observer a hand- 
some piece of stone-wesk. The time, we are 
informed, given this firm for completing their 
contract was twenty days; but so perfect are 
their facilities for doing this class of work 
that all was finished in thirteen days—a nata- 
ble example of promptness, when i@ is 
known that the firm were at the same time 
furnishing stone for the C., B. & Q. offices, 
the Montauk Block, Strong’s building on 
Monroe street, and many other large con- 
tracts at the same time. 
THE MASONRY. 

The building, with its solid stone founda- 
tions and stone front, is otherwise construct- 
ed of brick. It is 198 feet in depth; four 
street numbers in width, and, rising to the 
hight of 140 feet from sidewalk to high- 
est pointon the tower, presents an area of 
masonry work probably never before effect- 
ively constructed in the same space of time. 
With untiring energy, Mr. Downey pushed 
this work to completion and won the com- 
mendation of Mr. Haverly to an extent that 
would indicate to the listener very clearly 
the firm who would be called upon to do the 
masonry should Col. Jack” ever build an- 
other. This latest success of Messrs. Mc-

for skiilful workman‘ and careful fol- 
lowing out of the pla Wot the architect in 
every particular, and the — of having 
a perfectly secure ceiling and roof called for 
extra heavy truss work of the highest order 
of workmanship. The balconies, of which 
there are two, are built with aspecial atten- 
tion paid to having them perfectly constructed 
and thoroughly safe. Mr. Bushnell has 
not a superior in this kind of work, and 
immense crowds that are destined to try 
the soundness of these galleries will not in 
the least affect their substantial construction. 
The stairways are of like importance and 
are made with the same permanency. The 
risers are of oak and the steps of a beautiful 
quality of maple, while the main floor, the 
balconies, and stairways leading to them are 
beautified by a paneled walnseotting about 
four feet high and finished in variegated 
colors to correspond with the general 
decoration of the house, Thus in 
this theatre the carpentering and join- 
work has called for special skill 
and in this line Mr. Bushnell has shown him- 
self a master workman. Even to the finest 
of the door-casings and general woodwork 
the same careful and thorough attention has 
been given, and from the beautiful Academy 
of Musie which, being constructed by Mr. 
Bushnell, was bubmed, and hia services called 
for and given a second time, through a long 
list of notgble theatres and opera-liouses to 
this of Mr. Haverly’s, Mr. Bushnell has been 
gaining for himself a creditable notoriety, as 
well as an experience, in the business which 
today, through this crowning effort, places 
him at the head of theatre and opera-house 
building throughout the Western States. 
GALVANIZED IRON WORK. 

The improved methods of constructing 
iron fronts and ornamental work have be- 
come a matter of considerable importance to 
the modern builder where ornamentation 
ues with indestructibility is required. 
‘oremost among the manufacturers is Mr. 
William B. White, of 62 Pacific avenue, who 
has placed all that class of work upon this 
theatre. The beauty of the front is en- 
hanced by the qpentity of iron work, cor- 
nices, ornamental crestings, and finals over 
the mansard roof, dormer windows, ete., all 
highly ornamental and of harmonious de- 
sign. Above the centre of the front, be- 
tween the two tall chimneys, rises a fanci- 
ful and elegant tower, the outside of 
which is almost wholly composed of 
iron, every point being surmounted 
by a balustrade of galvanized iron. The 
mansard roof, dormer windows, aud the 
tower are faced with fancy slating, and this 
combination of iron and slating wake a fire- 
proof front as well as a highly ornamental 
ove.

This is accomplished by two horizontal 
tubular boilers placed in the basement.

THE PLUMBING 

was done by A. F. Irons & Co,, of 178 
Madison street, and the arrangements for 
heating the water are entirely different and 
superior to the common methods, bei:

The arrangements for prevention and ex- 
tinguishing fire are such that the building is 
absolutely safe. The manner in which the 
entire plumbing is done and the waterial 
used are very creditable to enterprising firm. 
FIRE ESCAPES AND PROTECTION AGAINST 

FIRES, 

The building is provided with four of M. 
Benner's stand-pipes and fire-escapes—two in 
front and two in the rear. The rear ones are 
provided with a device by which the whole 
stage can be flooded with a sheet of water. 
This is accomplished by two engines con- 
necting with the pipes, and as soon as the 
city gets the direct water pressure this can 
be accomplished within one minute, 

THE ORNAMENTAL WORK 
in stucco is one of the most noticeable as 
well as most important features of the thea- 
tre. The principal work is in the orna- 
mentation of the proscenium arch and 
supports leading to it on each side of the 
boxes which rank on either side of the 
stage. These are handsome Curinthian and 
modern Gothic columns forming the lower 
part of the arch. Above these the rounded 
corners of the arch give an opportunity tor 
displaying some very fine work. A heavily 
molded cornice on the lower inside of the 
arch, followed by a succession of Milton’s 
moldings, nail-head and bracket work, 
coniplete the arch, The facility with which 
Mr. Bartolomei has executed this work is 
most creditable, as well as the capabie man- 
ner and extraordinary rapidity with which 
he bas carried out the plans of the architect.

A DAY OF DARKNESS. 


The Black Friday of 1780 Duplicated 
at Boston Last Monday — Artificial 
Light Needed at Mid-Day-— The Cause 
of the Phenomenon, 

Boston Journal, Sept. 7. 

The famous Black Friday of 178 will no 
louger stand alone in the history of New En- 
gland. Yesterday wasa companion day and will 
be as long remem Its gloom did not 
strikes such terror i the hearts of veople as 
did that of May 19, „but it found its way 
into timorous souls to a considerable extent, 
aud there were probably more people filled with 
wonder and dread than would be will- 
ing to confess to the fact. The day 
was an exeeedingly uncomfortabie one, al- 
though the mercury did not climb to an extraor- 
dinary hight, the oppressiveness arising from 
the extreme humidity of the atmosphere com- 
bined with an ordinary summer temperature. 
At an early hour in the morning a very peculiar 
appearance was tobe perceived inthe air. No 
fog or haze was perceptibic, except when iook- 
ing off towurd the horizon from an elevated vo- 
sition, but the sun was thoroughly obscured and 
the atmosphere was pervaded with a yellowish 
light which lent a strange appearance to every 
object. On the common and in every place 
where there is grass or foliage the green hue of 
the leaves was changed from its natural shade 
to something much more vivid. There was a 
weird lustre to the surface of the streets and 
the fronts of the buildings. The aspect of the 
sky was such that some timorous people's 
minds were directed by it te the Scriptural 
prophecy concerning the brassy appearance 
of the sky which is to be — the features of 


the Last Day.” The intoriors of buildings 


grew dark as the day advanced, and the outer air 
us Viewed through a Window ot any other open- 
ing seemed to be pervaded with the reflected 
gut from some vast conflagration. It became 
necessary to licht the gag in stores and oflices, 
and the jets emitted a white flame that strong- 
ly resembled the electric light. People were sur- 
prised and puzzied. Many asked if the ena of 
the worid were not at Band, some possibly 
teared that it might be, others regarded the 
event as a sigan of something portentous to nap- 
peu, and all asked each other as to the cuuse of 
the phenomenon. Little groups gathered bere 
and there on the streets discussing the matter, 
scores visi the. United States Signa! Office in 
the Equitable Building to seck there an ex- 
planation of the wonderful eveut, and not a few

A visit to the roof of the Equitabie Building at 
II o'clock revealed a curious sight. To the 
westward vision was unobstructed by fog or 
haze to a distance of some two miles.

The phenomenon became more marked in the 
afternoon than it was during the forenoon. As 
late as 1 o'clock it was possible for a person sit- 
ting near a window to see to read or write with- 
out the aid of artificial light, but after that hour 
the gloom deepened gupidiy. The sky grew 
still more brazen in appearance, and the loom 
was that of late twilight. The front windows of 
stores on Washington street were illuminated 
as at night, and there was not a single usual as- 
Fg oft the daytime te be seen in any direction. 

ere was sowcthing terrible in the scene, and 
it is not to be wondered atif some weak minds 
allowed themselves to be torment by fears of 
what the extraordinary event might presage. 
The climax was reached at about 3 o'clock, and 
after that light degun gradually to return, al- 
though perfect daylight was not restored. At5 
o'clock the ruddy giaro had disappeared from 
the sky, and the ligbt, such as it was, seemed 
more natural than at any time during the day. 
Before 8 o'clock the moon had come out. the 
clouds had disappeared, and the atmosphere 
bad resumed its normal condition. 

Dispatches received during last evening show 
that practically the whole of New Eugland ex-

m Block Island, Cape C and Hartford, 
the south and west, and from nearly all parts of 
New Hampshire agi Vermont. Business was in 
a great many instances suspended and schools 
were dismissed because of the lack of illuminat- 
ing facilities. Among the ignorant there was 
considerable fear of terrestrial catastrophe, 
while others foresaw a tornado. A Hanover, N. 
H., dispatch says: Prof. C. F. Emerson, Pro- 
fessor of Natural Philosophy and Astronomy at 
Dartmouth College, says it must be something in 
the atmosphere which absorbs the shorter and 
longer wave lengths, leavi only those whicb 

ive the color of yellow and green. He thinks 

t may be owing to the polleu from fir and pine 
trees, together with smoke from the forest fires 
in Canada.”’ 

Of course there was much curiosity and there 
were many inquiries as to the cause of the 
strange phenoweron. Frequently the deciara- 
uon was heard that the like of it had never been 
seep here before in generations. but these dec- 
larations were on partially true. The peculiar 
appearance of the atmosphere as it was seen 
during the forenoon was noticed about a year 
ago to a slight extent, and Sergt. B. M. Purssell 
who has had charge of the United States signal 
office here during more than two years past, 
saye that it disappeared in a heavy shower of 
rain. It may also be stated, and this fact has 
been mentioned to the writer by several per- 
sons. that a yellowish light is frequently to be 
perceived in the atmosphere after heavy even- 
ing showers in the summer. 

In regard to the cause of the phenomenon 
various opinions are advanced, a 12 being 
of the opinion that it is the smoke from forest 
fires. Some people have been beard to advance 
the opinion that the earth has become cntangled 
in the comet's tail, but this opinion is probably 
onty a bit of facetiousness. Sergt. Purssell ex- 
pressed the opinjon that it is smoke resulting 
from forest tires, and be finds a basis for this 
opinion in the fact that there has been a severe 
drouth in the West this summer. He also thinks 
it possible that decaytug vegetadon may have 
something to do with the mattgr. 

Out at the Harvard Obsefvatory, while dis- 
claiming any professional kuowledge of the. 
origin of the phenomenon, the astronomers are 
imclined to attribute it to the Canadian fires. 
They think that smoke may have been carried 
up and caught by the upper current of the air, 
and that the darkness was intensified by the ex- 
cessive moisture of the lower atmospbere. 

A gentleman residing in Melrose inentions asa 
curious coincidence the fact thatin the evening 
of the day on which President: Garfield was shot 
he, with many others, noticed a peculiar appear- 
ance in the sky. It took the form of a broad and 
solid band of light, extending across the zenith 
in a direction from southeast to northwest. The 
phenomenon was commented on by numbers of 
those who witnessed it, and the fact of its occur- 
ring so near to the time when the President re- 
ceived his wound made ajdeeo‘impresston upon 
them. It was brought freshto the memory of 
some of the number by the strange phenomenon 
of yesterday, marking, us the latter did, the day 
of President Gartiela’s removal from Washing- 
ton to Long Branch. 

In connection’ with this story of a most re- 
markable day, it is proper that some further 
mention should be made of the Black Friday 
of 1780. The winter of 1779-'80 was a remarka- 
ble season. auroral displays being frequent, 
large spots appearing upon the tace of the sun, 
the weather taking an 1 severity, ana 
suow four feet deep rem ing on the ground 
from the middle of November to the middle of 
the following April. Long Island Sound was so 
firmly bridged by ice that heavy artillery. 
crossed upon it, people skated from Providence 
to Newport, and loads of wood were carried 
over the ice from Fail Kiver to Newport. A 
backward spr followed, and it is saia that 
previous to the dark day there was a smell of 
sulpbur in the air. May 19, or Black Friday,” 
was marked by a terrible darkness, a broad belt 
of gloom extending from the northern half of 
Pennsylvania ali over the New England States 
and far into Canada. The Massachusetts Spy, 
one of the newspapers of the time, says ob the 
occurrence: 

The morning of the. day was overcast with 
clouds, and rainy; before 9 o’ciock the rain in a 
great measure ceased, the clouds appeared more 
ugitated, and the air began to darken. For sev- 
eral hours in the middle of the day the obscur- 
ity was so great that those who had good ese- 
sight could scarcely see to read common print; 
the birds ana 2 in many places retired to 
their roosts though it had been actually 
night, and people were obli to ligut candies 
to dine by.

The cause of the darkness o that day was 
much discussed at the time. and has been often 
discussed since. It is possible that the scientfic 
investigation of yesterday's phenomenon may 
throw some light on the question. Meanwhile, 
we will state in conclusion some of the theories 
advanced by the men of a hundred years ago. | 
A writer in the Massachusetts Spy supposed that 
at the time the darkuess occurred there were 
in the atmosphere “vast quantities of elastic, 
heterogeneous vapors, generated in consequence 
of the great body of snow which covered the 
earth so long the wiuter past and exhaled dur- 

the warm, dry weather immediately preced- 
ing this time, which then had congested and 
condensed into thick clouds, which extended 
through the atmosphere itor a vast distance.” 
He considered that there may have been various 
strata of clouds, some of the more gross hanging 
near the earth, especially as the air was much 
raritied; that consequently the rays of light suf- 
fered so many reflections and refractions that

the vast extent of the clouds and their nearuess 
to the ecarth prevented the obscured region from 
receiving much advantage from the reflection 
upon the under side ot the clouds of the light 
from avy portion of the atmosphere which was

This theory is the same in effect as that ad- 
vanced by Samuel Stearns, M. D., LL. D., of 
Paxton, a well-known astronomer of ths time, 
and the calculator of the first nautical alma@mrc 
published in America. Writing to the /ndeper @- 
ent Chronicle be said: It is my candid opinivu 
that that darkness was not caused by any 
eclipse, transit, blazing star, or mountain, but 
by an admirable condensity of large quantities 
of oxhaled particles that consisted of different 
qualities.“ 
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LONDON AND PARIS. 


The Contrast Between an English and 
a French Holiday. 
From D. R. Locke’s Paris Letter in Toledo Blade. 

The difference between the Envglish and 
French is admirably illustrated by two events 
of a somewhat similar nature. It was our 
fortune to be in London on the occasion of the 
celebration of the Queen’s birthday—a time 
that is always made a general holiday by all 
classes. Business was suspended, and every 
one gave himself up to pieasure—the kind of 
amusement that the Londoner considers pleas- 
ure. The bands were out, the military paraded, 
and all the parks were filled with people in holi- 
day attire. 

As the afternoon wore on it became apparent 
that there was some agency at work aside from 
devotion to royalty. There was a boisterous- 
ness that savored of strong beer and still 
stronger gin. The crowd of men and women 
who thronged the Strand and Kegent street, and 
Picadilly, laughed and shouted, not with the 
merry ring of pure pleasure, but with the 
maudiin utterances of semi-drunkenness. 

In we evening there was a grand illumination 
of the Government buildings, the clubs and the 
prominent business houses. The streets were 
thronged with people, men, women, and chil- 
dren, all elbowing their way along, eager to see 
all that was to be seen, and willing to give no 
one an opportunity they themselves could not 
enjoy. It was a motley crowd, composed of all 
classes. The well-dressed shopman was jostied 
by a rag-picker, and ragged, homeless girls, arm 
in arm, shoved aside the elderly matron who had 
come out with her children to see the illumina- 
tions. There were all classes and conditions of 


people, and they raved and tore about more like 
escaped lunatics than the staid, sober Britons 
they prid mselves upon being.

On the night of the 15th it was apparent that 
sometbing was about to occur, for the streets, 
the broad, brilliantly-lighted boulevards, were 
crowded with people, ail of them full of life and 
animation. The great stores with their 
fronts were literally ablaze with lights; the 
gayly-decorated cafés with their inviting tables 
on the broad sidewalks were lied with people 
sipping wine, or coffec, and discussing with all 
the animation and vivacity that a Frenchman 
only possesses, the attraction of the morrow. 
All along the principal boulevards electric lights 
were suspended high in the air, while in the 
Piace de Concorde and out the Champs Elysées 
were thousands of brilliant clusters of gus- jets. 
making the night seem day. The crowds swayed 
hither and thither with one impulse to see 
everything, 9— there was no departure from 
decorum. Everybody was happy. But it was 
the happiness that comes of a sense of pleas- 
urefrom bright and beautiful surroundings, 
and the knowledge that every one else is happy. 
There was no rowdyism. There was nothing 
suggestive even of offensiveness. Every 
was gay and merry. There were songs 
hearty peals of laughter, but it was pure and 
whoicsome, something that one could partici- 
pate in with all his beart. 

The morning of the 4th dawned with a bright, 
clear sky, and the sun came up with @ serenity 
that augured weill for the féte. During the 
night, while all Paris slept, busy workmen put 
the finishing touches on decora and 
when, all business suspended, Paris turned out 
to see itself, there was a general murmur of ap- 
proval at the beautiful sights displayed every- 
where. The houses along the streets were al- 
most hidden by flags and banners and stréeam- 
ers; the statues were decorated; high staffs that 
were not visible the day before now floated long 
streamers; the parks and gardens were in holi- 
day attire. Paris was arrayed in gorgeous 
dress, and every one went in for a day of rare 
pleasure. 

At all the theatres, including the Grand Opera, 
free performances were given during the after- 
noon, and there were all sorts of entertainments 
provided by the Government for amusement 
of the populace. In various quarters of the city 
platforms were erected, and ail during that 
warm afternoon the working-ciasses danced to 
the music of superb orchestras which were fur- 
nished to them without money and without cost.

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

Having been informed that mucb cruelty was 
——.— among the animals employed in the 

rickvards at Lake View, the efficient agent of 
the Illinois Humane Society, Mr. O. I. Dudley, 
accompanied by Mr. George Capelle. Serveant 
of the Lake View police force, at once repaircd 
to the scene of operations, and found the report 
fully confirmed. A large number of horses and 
mules were being worked, sume of whose 
shoulders were perfectly rawand bleeding. in 
one or two aggravated instances the collars sank 
into the flesh over an opening of cight inches of 
raw flesh on each side. Thirteen drivers and 
proprietors were arrested, some driving a span 
and some a single animal, all more or less suffer- 
ing from this cruei affliction.

THE CABLE ROAD. 
RAPID FROGRESS DURING THE PAST WEEK—THE 
ROAD TO BE OPEN Or. 1 

During the week just past considerable work 
has been done on State street by both the city 
and the street-raliway men. and the thorough- 
fare is now rapidly assuming some sort of shape. 
South of Twenty-second street the tracks have 
been shifted tothe centre of the street, and 
large gangs of men are at work night and day 
laying pipe and throwing the tracks over into 
their proper place. Thecurbing has been put 
in position asfar south as Thirty-first street, 
and the filling is being rapidly putin. The gas 
main has been laid as far south as Twenty-pninth 
street, and and sewer drains between Tay lor and 
Thirty-fifth streets have been put in posi- 
uon. Besides the main gas pipe, smaller 
pipes are being laid by the gas company along 
each side of the tracks. The city will set aforce 
ot men at work Monday to reconstruct the 
catch-basins which bave been thrown out of 
place by the moving back ot buildings on the 
east side of the street. Yesterday morning the 
city Daving cuntractors set a force of men at 
work laying the cedar-block pavement from 
Taylor street south, and this work will be rapid- 
ly pusbed. 

The South Side Railway Company are doing 
nobly, and have accomplished a great deal dur- 
ing the week. Last evening their track was 
completed between Eldridge court and the Bur- 
lington crossing. The new corcrete-mixer is at 
Eldridge court, and the track from that point 
north is being cumpieted as fast as 
the workmen go along. As far north 
as Peck court, the track is ready for the con- 
crete, and the iron yokes are all in place toa 
point north of Polk street. Ground is broken 
to Harrison street, and it is expected that by 
next Saturday Van Buren strect will be reached. 
The roadway on each side of the track is clear, 
and teams bave vo trouble in oe At each 
street-crossing there is a temporary bridge over 
the tracks, 

THE COMPLETED PORTION. 

Between the Burlington crossing and Taylor 
street the track is completed, and the paving 
contractor bas a good road for his wagons. The 
railway company bas loaned him a number of 
filat-curs, upon which he can remove 
bis dirt and transter biocks from the 
wrrons. Every thirty-twu feet along 
the line of each track are openings to 
the pulleys, and these openings are covcred with 
three-inch oak piank. They can be readily 
opened when repuirs on the line are found nec- 
essary. Just south of Thirteenth street a switch 
has been constructed, and a trap-door opens to 
the eauble. In case of a fire or obstruction on the 
track the trap can be opened, the grip taken 
out, and the cars run over onto the other track. 

At 5 o'clock last Sunday morning the huge 
cross piece Which was to be put in piace at the 
Burlington crossing was slung under a large 
wagon aud hauled to its position, and at 1 p. m. 
it was in place. Monday the masonry work 
about it was finished, and yesterday it 
was all ready to receive the concrete 
and granit block pavement. While Tue 
TRIBUNE reporter was examining the structure 
yesterday a heavy freight-train passed over it, 
and it did not shake or jar in the least. 48

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IT IN CHICAGO. 


What the Local Artists Have 
Done Toward the Exposi- 
tion Display. 


With a Few Exceptions They Do 
Not Appear at Their 
Best. 


The Original Court of Death,“ by Rem- 
brandt Peale, Now on View in 
Chicago. 


CHICAGO ARTISTS. 

There has been considerable talk and nota 
little ill-feelmng between the local artists and 
the Exposition management in former yeers on 
account of a real or fancied preference shown 
by the Art Committee for Eastern pictures as 
compared with those of home production, the 
artists asserting that pictures which were de- 
clined here were frequently sent to New York 
or Boston exhibitions, where they were giadly 
accepted, and often sold. In short, few of these 
proud and sensitive knights of the brush hesi- 
tated to say, both in public and private, that 
they considered the Art Committee a set of ig- 
noraut asses, who declined their productions 
either from spite or prejudice, and that the 
biased minds of said committee were utterly 
incapable of appreciating any meritorious 
work unless the name appended to it 
hac already figured in the art catalog of 
some Eastern metropolis. The Art Committee, 
on the other hand, professed to have all their 
esthetic senses rudely shocked by the quality 
and quantity of local trash their cultured eyes 
were called upon to behold. This year, bow- 
ever, many of the artists concluded to try their 
fates Oace more, and were heard whispering: 

Hour is this of passioned doom. 
Of chromatic fate intense; 
All the antiques in the room 
Thrill to life in this suspense.” 

And whether the Art Committee had descended 
somewhat from their elevated standpoint, or 
were determined to heap coals of fire upon 
the heads of their enemies, or were 
a trifle short of Eastern productions, 
bas not yet been determined; but certain it is 
that they have accepted and hung a greater 
number than usual of Chicago pictures, some of 
which do not biush to tind themselves in such 
exalted company, while others are decidedly 
weak, and not by any means the best produc- 
tions of the artista who sent them; for, strange 
as it may appear, artists are not by any means 
the best judges of their Own work. For in- 
stance, Mr. D. F. Bigelow has a view of White- 
face Mountaia which is very soft and delicate, 
but lacking entirely in the force and “yy or 
necessary to its success. Mr. Bigelow bas in his 
studio today better pictures by far for ex- 
hibiuion purposes than No. 515 of the Exposition 
art catalog. Daniel Kotz bas frequently painted 
une poetic autamna scenes, reminding one forci- 
bly of Jervis McEntee, but he ie misrepresented 
this year by a little piece called “Summer 
Woods,” notat all up to his usual standard. 
Gean Smitb,-who excels in depicting horses and 
cattle, sends an old landscape that does not by 
any means do him credit. Marie Koupal, a 
young lady of exceptional talent, has two pict- 
ures, one, No. 02, called The Lost Favorit. a 
graceful study of a model in Grecian costume 
wournfully regarding a dead dove. Thesubject 
is a tasteful one, carefully and cleverly treated, 
while ber other contribution, entitled Star- 
tiled,’ No. 384, although excellent in 
color and drawing, is not attractive, ber 
1 — of agypsy not according very well 
with the public ideal of such a character. Miss 
Annie Shaw is represented by two landscapes, 
neither of which equal work of bers shown herein 
previous years. No. 1 


304, A Country Road,” has 
a fine old apple- tree, a rail fence, and an up-bill 
road that are capitally rendered, but her 8 18 
no color at all, and der clouds are cut out like 
patches for a quilt. No. 511. The Rest.“ is 
much better. It showsa flock of sheep gathered 
under the shade of a widespreading tree on a 
hillside, but the sky is open to the same objec- 
tion as in the other picture. Miss 
Sbaw should pay more attention to her 
skies; and is not this whim of choosing such ver 
simple subjects rather overdone? A bieak bill- 
side, or a sulitary tree, or a lonely cow make 
very good studies, no doubt, but do they make 
interesting pictures? Mrs. C. A. Fassett has 
a portrait of Gen. Logan which is a good like- 
ness, somewhat retioed, it ia true, and with not 
quite the force of the onginal; but why did she 
ruin it by a brick-red background? Mrs. 
Fassett is an experienced and clever artist. She 
bas painted the portrait with success of nearly 
every prominent man in Washington; but surely 
she did not do such work as this. And so one 
might go on througb the whole list. It is asif 
the artists did not care, or thought it no use, to 
do their very best. 

There are, however, some exceptions, and L. C. 
Earle is ene of them. He knew (or some one 
told bim, and, contrary to the custom of artists, 
he believed them) that bis oil paiutings were as 
bad as could be, so be bad the good judgment to 
send only a few water-color studies, in which he 
excels. His backgrounds are especially warm 
and rich, and his figures well drawn and colored. 
Among the water-colors are two by Frank I. 
Jervis, which compare favorably with any 
shown. One is a aketchy scene called A Trout 
Stream in Wisconsin,“ the other u dark rich 
picture entitled * Aisle of Westminster Abbey 
(102). It bas a une perspective, but 
needs a strong light and close inspection to dis- 
close its full merit. But of all the Chicago 

ictures, a landscape with the modest title “A 
Midsummer's Study on the Aux Plaines.“ No, 
540, by young Alex Schilling, is perbaps the 
most satistactory becau-e the most promising. 
The picture hangs just under an exquisit figure- 
piece by Leon Moran, and next toa brilliant 
Scene in Japan.“ by that great French artist, 
Firmio-Girard, and yet it holds its own, and is 
much admired. It is a picture far better worth 
the price set upon it than many more preten- 
tious ones. Let evvey Chicagoan stop and 
look at it, ror it is the first success of a man 
who will some day be famous, and who deserves 
to be, for he is conscientious and truthful above 
all things. A. J. Rupert, who has studied long 
ubroad, and but recently returned to this his 
former home, exhibits a very large and impos- 
ing picture painted entirely with the pallet 
knife. It is called “Ruin, Pallas Temple, 
Rome.” Itis strong in handling, but defective 
in drawing, the perspective of the stone pave- 
ment making it appear as if it stood nearly 
upright. H. C. Payne's “Thought” is well 
hung, and has a good deal of sentiment and 
merit about it, although cold, in spite of all the 
color used. It bas no natural suffusion of blood, 
has not a healthy look. The hands are remark- 
ably well drawn, and the style and bandling 
give promise of future excellence. 


THE **COURT OF DEATH.” 

There is now on exhibition at O'’Hrien’s Art 
Gallery a celebrated painting known as Kem- 
brandt Peale’s Court of Death. All the pict- 
ures from the north side of the room have been 
removed to make Space for this sublime alle- 
gorical work, which is of grand proportions 
(13x24 feet), and contains twenty-three life-sized 
tigures. It conveys an impressive moral lesson, 
depicting with intense power and vividness the 
horrors of war, vice, and intemperance, which 
lead to premature death. as contrasted with 
peaceful, temperate old age and innocent, vir- 
tuous youth, Altbough executed half a cent- 
ury ago, it 16 atill fresh in color, softened and 
mellowed, no doubt, somewhat by age, but bear- 
ing that nameless charm which stamps it as a 
masterpiece of art. The poem of Bishop Por- 
teuson Death first suggested to the artist the 
idea which he afterward embodied in this re- 
markauable painting: 

Deep in a murky cave’s recess, 
Laved by Oblivion’s listless stream, and fenced 
By shelving rocks and intermingled horrors 

Ot yew and cypress shade from all obtru sion 

Of busy poontide beam, the monarch sits 

In unsubsiantial majesiy. 

The Monarch Deatn is seated in the centre of 
a dim and vasty cavern, through whose shadowy 
obscurity his form can be discerned. His foot 
rests upon the form of a youth cut down in the 
prime of life, whose feet and head reach over 
a rock and touch the Waters of Oblivion, sym- 
bolical of that mystery which surrgunds 
the beginning and end of lite. Pleasure 
stanos to the right and partialiy in front 
of Death in the guise of a beautiful fe- 
male, and is in the act of dippi wine 
from a vase and present ingizit to atyouth at her 
side. Following in the train of Pleasure, are the 
figures of Remorse, Delirium Tremens and Sui- 
cide, while in the background are shown the va- 
rivus diseases, Consumption, Fever, Apoplexy, 
Hypochondria, Dropsy,and Gout, At the ex- 
treme left—Waris depicted bya noble figure, 
in whose countenance ambiuon and revenge are 
showed. Contlagration lights his way to de- 
struction with ber flaming torches, while he 
tramples his victims under bis fect. Famine 
and Pestilence follow in his footsteps. On the 
leftof Death stands , supported by 
Christian Faith in the form of a lovely virgin. 
This is brief sketch only of aremarkabie picture 
weil worth seeing.

PAN METHODISM. 
WHE ECUMENICAL CONFERENCE NOW IN 
a SESSION IN LONDON. 
New York Heraid, Sept. 6. 

A few years ago a seed thought was thrown 
out by the late Bishop Janes to a Western 
Methodist editor for an ecumenical gathering of 
Methodists, to be held somewhere in the United 
States or Great Britain. The denominational! 
press took it up and scattered the seed. Other 
denominational and independent papers assisted 
in i ermination, and the secular press 
througuut the English-speaking world indorsed 
the movement. The results may be seen in the 
conference of representative Methodists from 
the four quarters of the globe and trom the 
lands of the sea which assembled in the old 
City Road Chapel, London, Wednesday. Exten- 
tive correspondence bad previously shown that 
the desire for such a gathering was very ex- 
tensive, so that the score or more governing 
bodies in the several Methodist families left 
of corresponding a year ago and appointed 
committees to act conjointly for the further- 
ance of the common end. There was a slight 
bitch between the British and American Metho- 
jists as to the name of the convention. The 
former wished it to be regarded as a “con- 
gress’’; the latter as a conference.“ The aifli- 
cultyjlay in the fact that “conference ’”’ is not 
sufficiently ecclesiastical in the Old World, and 
congress stands in even a lower position 
here. But the British Methodists, who have 
more or less conference among themselves, 


after a while yielded to their American breth- 


ren, so that they will hold an Ecumenical *“ Con- 


trerence.” The second conference will be held 


pu this side of the Atlantic. 


Universal Metho- 
dism, for convenience of representation, has 
been divided into two sections—Eastern and 
Western. The former includes the European 
and Colonial Methodist bodies, and the latter the 
American and Canadian. But American Metho- 
dism has also been subdivided into Episcopal 
and non-Episcopal sections for greater conven- 
fence of representation. The Europeans, hav- 
ing only one form of Church polity—non-Epis- 
copal—escape this subdivision. 


The conference consists of 400 delegates, di- 


. vided equally between the clergy and laity, and 
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the like committee 
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also equally between the Methodists of the East- 
ern and Western Hemispheres. The two leading 
Methodict bodies of this country, North and 
South, are entitled to 118 delegates. The three 
colored Methodist bodies of America send twen- 
eight delegates; the Protestant, Wesleyan, Free, 
and Independent Methodists send jointly four- 
teen delegates, and the other small sects of 
American Methodists, of which there are eight, 
are represented by the remaining forty deie- 
ts, including the twenty-two which Canada 
ethodism bave sent across the ocean. The 
British Methodists have been for several montis 
in active preparation for the great gathering. 
An Ecumenical! Business Committee, consisting 
of four delexates from each sub-section of the 
Western or American section, spent some time 
last fall revising and framing a daily order of 
exerctses, including topics of discussion, on which 
from the Eastern section 
agreed. This committee, together with the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, of which Bishop Simpson 
was Chairman, held a session in New York the 
latter part of January, 1881, and arranged its part 
of the program. An outline program, prepared 
by the British or Eastern section, was trans- 
mitted by the Secretary of that body, the 
Rey. Dr. Bond, of London, to the Secretary of 
the American section, Dr. A. C. George. This 
Executive Committee represented the Method- 
ist Episcopal Churches North and South, the 
African Methodist Episcopal Church, the Method- 
ist Protestants, the Congregational and Inde- 
ndent Methodists, the Methodist Episcopal 
*hurch of Canada, and the Primitive Methodists 
ot the Doniinion, as well as the Methodist Church 
of Nova Scotia and the Maritime Provinces; the 
Colored Metbodist Episcopal Cburch, and the 
Primitive Methodists of the United States. This 
committee was authorized to supply vacancies 
in the representation from the best material to 
be found at the time in Londor. The subjoined 
table gives the names of the various Methodist 
branches uniting in the movement and the num- 
ber of delewates assigned to each.

Hot Wheat in Good Demand at Fair 
Prices. 

The posting of a lot of wheat in the St. Paul 
elevator yesterday morning did not appear to 
trouble the Board of Trade boys greatly yester- 
day. unless it be those on the short side, who 
expected a tuiable iu prices as a consequence. 
The market was on the up-turn, andeven “ hot 
Wheat commanded more money, with a good 
demand for it from millers. Itis said the flour- 
mill mew all over the State are sending in or- 
ders for this stuff. Yesterday, Warm wheat was 
quiet at $1.20 and at $L21 per bushel. About 
400,000 busheis in all has been posted in 
the two elevators. Yesterday about 125,000 
bushels was loaded into vessels to be shipped 
out. In addition to this a lot has been drawn 
out and loaded into cars. The elevator people 
think the stuff will soon be all gone. 

SOME FOLKS WANTED To KNOW 
yesterday why it was that wheat, the receipts 
for which were dated only as tar back as Aug. 
25, should get into such a condition while lying 
in the elevator only fifteen days, that it became 
necessary to post it as being “a little warm 
and sweating.” It was hinted that 
the elevators ought certainly to keep it in good 
condition for that length of time, or that the 
grain itself had been inspected too high in the 
tirst place. 

One of the warehousemen said he did not 
know why the wheat represented by the re- 
ceipts of the latest date was not considered suit- 
able to pass as No. 2% He remarked that 
the property had been turned over frequently, 
and every effort bad been made to keep it 
sound. Some parties bad objected even to the 
elevator proprietors shipping or turning the 
stuff over, saying they bad no rightto do it. 
He said be bad no explanation to make, but 
seemed to think that whatever was the matter, 
the life of a warehouseman was not a happy 
onc. 

At the Inspector's office it was said that wheat 
which had been lying cool in some outside ele- 
vator, at Milwaukee, for instance, on exposure to 
hot air might gather moisture enough to become 
warm and clammy soon afterwards, whether 
put in bins or not. It was stated that a lot of 
wheat was sent here last month from 
Milwaukee in cars which was cool and 
straight No. 2 when it left the warehouse, but it 
gene forward in the hot muggy weather, and 
several cars were so soft when they arrived 
that they graded No.3. The individual at the 
inspector's {office gave this as an illustration of

to get out of order in a very few days. Itis 
well known that a good deal of wheat was re- 
ceived here last month from Milwaukee and 
points in that direction, and if the stuff was 
tnrashed out in the spring after having absorbed 
moisture all winter it is not impossible that a 
sudden change from the cool temperature of an 
elevator to the hot atmosphere put it on the 
short road to ruin. The mischief fs it did not 
show its weak points to the Inspectors who 
passed it into store.

New York, Sept. 8.—At three theatres in New 
York the fate and fortunes of “ Michael Stro- 
got” are turnishmeg the entertainment—at 
Booth’s, at the Academy, and at the humble 
“Aberle’s” n Eigbth street. At Booth’'s, 
Mr. Frank Bangs, “fat, fair, and forty.“ does 
the hero. At the Academy the newly-imported 
William Rignoid rolls through the part. The 
Booth version is by asmall foreign gentleman 
named Wirtheimber; the Kirulfy article is by a 
small ftoreign gentleman named Cazauran. 
Now there is no doubt about this last named 
writer. He comes within a quarter of an inch 
of bemg a magnificent dramatist: he bas done 
some of the best work in that direction ever 
seen here in New York; his play of “ Felicia” 
barely escaped greatness; if only he had ended 
“Daniel Rochat differently he might have been 
on the Union Square stage today. There were 
immense staying powers in that piece, but the 


icy Miss Jewett should have thawed in the fifth, 


act and broken up on the broad breast of 
Charley Thorne. The audience, after sitting 
through so much muscular agony, got a chill 
when the automatical amanuensis appended 
her autograph to that divorce paper. 

We all enjoy spasms through four acts; we 
like unmitigated wo and depthsof despair from 
8:30 to 10:30; but about 11 o'clock at night 
Thorne isn’t the sort of man women like to see 
turned off like the gas. (And it's the teminine 
verdict that makes or mars a play.) Cazauran 
should have made Miss Jewett cast that pen to 
the winds; have destroyed that deed of sepera- 
tion, and put the gushing Jewett into the stal- 
wart arms of the Conkling of the stage, C. R. 
Thorne, and Daniel Rochat would have just 
boomed. 

Mr. Cazauran has got in some very good work 
in » Strogoff,” but he has likewise made some 
damaging mistakes—the play is tootalky, and 
some of the incidents far from interesting or 
pleasing. 

Miss Wilton has a bad voice. but she is pleas- 
anter as Nadia than Miss Sanger, who looks as 
ifabout tobreakintoa song and dance at any 
moment. Miss Carhaut isa stronger old woman 
than the Booth mother, the two dreadful 
correspondents are a little squeciched in the 
Academy version, and that’s for the better, and 
the ballet is a thousand times stronger—a mul- 
titude of pretty women, most beautifully cos- 
tumed, and splendidly trained, led by two fine 
premi¢res just distance the faint and forty fe- 
males who scratch round on the stage at 
Booth’s. 

In the London version, when the sentence of 
the Koran is to put out the eyes of the courier, 
he is taken off at the wings and acurdling howl 
announces the deed as done; in both the New 
York presentations the abominable operation 
transpires on the stage. At Bubth’s the heated 
sword is passed before the eyes of Bangs, and 
with a loud cry the victim ral forward on his 
face; lying there he daubs his tids and the sur- 
rounding country with rose pink, and comes up 
u very awful spectacle. At the Academy the 
sword is painted a bright Indian red-hot color; 
the executioner not only passes it before the 
eyes of Strobo, but saws his nose with it, leay- 
ing a belt of brick-red across his face. 

William Rignold was fondly hoped for as a 
successor to the throne of his brother George, 
who, as Henry Eighth in a blonde banged wig, 
took the New York women by storm: but Mr. 
William is an entirely different article; he is big 
and fat. Now, a big man is lovely, but a fat man 
is awful (on the stage) and William 
is very fat. He has a large, expressionless face, 
with a little nose stuck in the middle—a sort of 
nasal wart. He has the stomach of an Alder- 
man, and the voice of a boiled pudding with the 
cloth on. He took the awful sentence in the 
most nonchalant manner. He bad his corn of 
a nose filed with the red, paint-daubed sword, 
and he evinced no repuguance to the operation: 
his dear vacant face was as expressionless as 
the bottom of a china wash-bowl, and large 
William Rignold was a failure. 

It was funny two plays should have gone to 
grief in the same spot. At Booth’s the first night 
Strogof, has engaged the only conveyance at the 
hostelry and Ogerof, the villain, rushed up the 
stage, jumped into the queer vehicle., and tne 
horse broke from hist gearing and the 
villain jumped out and escaped with the 
horse—on_ foot. At the Academy Mon- 
day night Michael came riding gayly 
on in this Russian tumbril, jumps out fora 
collogue with the -villain Ugeroff, who, watching 
bis chance, gobbles the chariot, tumbles in, and 
cries to the driver to go on. Here the Booth 
business set in; there was an ominous cracking 
of old ropes, and down dropped the shafts, and 
the attendant servitors had to pick em up, bang 
on to the horse’s tail to keep him in them, and 
ignominiously walk off dragging the whole 
outfit. 

It is the style now to pile in a panorama with 
every spectacular piece. Both the “Stroyoffs”’ 
have one. They never work well; the rocks 
come on in boxplaits and wrinkles; the sky is 
always gathered at the top corners, and the Ki- 
ralfys have insulted the solar system by a sun 


and moon that never hung in anything but a 
canvas sky, and very seldom there. There was 
a tremendous house, and a loud call for the 
dramatist at the end of the third act.. The two 
Kiraifys went out, but the noise was kept up. 
After some time, a small, swarthy man 
bobbed up in front of a lower x, 
jerked his head up asd down, and disappeared. 
The row continued and the cries for Cazauran, 
as noone knew that the gentieman had an- 
swered the call, for not a hundred in the house 
were familiar with his face. 

The Academy people would not let the Kiralfys 
cut the stage, and the effect of cities rising from 
the ground was accomplished by laying the 
pieces flat on the stage and raising them to a 
perpendicular position with wires. 

But the great enemy of the theatre is the 
circus, and bere is Coup with three rings and 
forty attractions for six weeks at the Madison 
Square Garden. Poor managers! And bere in 
the carly daysof autumn we are plunged in 
heat such as no man has enjoyed since the days 
of Shadrach and Abednego. Poor managers! 
Between failures, atmosphere, circus, and tne 
Garfield excitement, this is an awful season for 
managerial New York.

Spiders on the Prairie. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—One of the commonest 
spiders on the prairies isa large black and yel- 
low epeira. The body is regularly marked with 
yellow on a velvety, black ground. The head 
and trunk are flat. and of a dirty-white color. 
The legs are very long, brown near the body, 
but becoming quite black at the ends. This 
handsome fellow is very abundant wherever 
there are tall weeds. He hangs bis strong geo- 
metrical web between two button-snake roots, 


and left by stout guys. from the central point 
there is usually a zigzag strip of white lines an 
inch or two long. running down toward the bot- 
tom of the web. Here he takes his position, and 


shape of a fat grasshopper. It would scem as 
though such a heavy creature could easily es- 
cape, but he cannot, for the spider darts upon 
him instantly, and throwing his feet around the 
victim's head, touches bis back with bis spin- 
neret, and a ribbon of silk an eighth of an inch 
wide begins to be’ drawn out. It is white and 
firm, and of uniform width everywhere. In less 
than half a minute the grasshopper is sacked, 
and hung up for future use. He iooks exactiy 
like a Chysoloid with asilky white skin. To keep 
him quiet the spider bites him between the head 
and the trunk, in some especially vulnerable 
place known to himself, It is always on the top 
of the body. 

The number of grasshoppers disposed of in 
one dav is indetfinit. Lbave seen him trap up 
and feed off three in intervals of trifling witha 
fat tiy or two and a cabbage buttertly. When 
he has bad enough of a dish. he cuts the cords 
that hold it, and iets it drop, picks up the broken 
web, sbakes it gently, and waits for another 
victim, 

The best part of bis work is the cocoon in 
which he deposits his eres. It is sometimes an 
inch and a quarter long, and over two inches 
round, Hask- shaped, with a stiff papery en- 
velop, and the neck haif closed with crossing 
lines. Inside the apery covering is a 
lining of softer and lighter material, with 
a shorter neck which is closed? witn 
atrap-door o1 fine light-brown silk, made fast 
to one side of it. If Lifted, it falis back in its 
place when released. Inside this cover is the 
loose silk, enveloping a mags of brut orange- 
colored eggs. The trap-door is about asthick as 
this silken lining of the inner cocoon, so that a 
uniform temperature is kept around the eyes. 
These cocoons are hi in alt sorts of places. 
The mother takes traordinary pains to put 
them where they will de undisturbed. She binds 
them fast to the footstalks of weeds if she dweiis 
on the open prairie, Dut near houses she finds 
some dark corner, or angie of walls in outbuild- 
ings, where she ties them with an inextricable 
wed of stout silk, with jines in every direction. 

It is difficult to see how she keeps the cocvon 
suspended while she is weaving it, and how one 
small body can furnish so large a quantity of 
silk. Iba e never seen her spinning the co- 
coon, but I bave found à large and perfect one 
snugly stowed in a corner that was empty two 
hours before. It need not take her long if she 
spins as rapidly as she does when she covers the 
grasshopper. Evidentiy she has an easily ai- 
Justable spinneret that can throw off a single 
cord of many thousand separate strands, or a 
broad band of many cords lying side by side, 
e#ch a complicated cable of several smaller 
cords, 

In a light net of silk the eggs are probably 
laid, and tben covered with layer after layer of 
silk, and the graceful rounded flash is hung up 
tinished,.a much more wonderful object than 
the cocoon of the silk-worm. The worm spins 
theoutside first and graduaily incloses itself in 
a Silken ball, but the spider has to hold her eggs 
within the slender net until she can inclose it 
and seal it up. . 

I have found cocoons pinned part to walls, but 
they were always flat. In one there were no 
enges at all, and in the other butthree. The 
eggs were on the boards, having fallenfrom the 
nests before they were covered. The taystery 
was that the spider bad not discovered her loss, 
but wont on with ner work, finishing carefully 
the empty flask. 

If any of the spiders produce asilk that can 
be manufactured into thread, this common 
prairie spider is the one who can, furnisa it 
The amount of silk in each cocoon is nearly half 
as much as ina pertect cocoon of the Bombyx. 
Perhaps Madam Epeira will yet be housed and 
fed for the sake of ber silk. KATYDLD,

NOT PROTESTANT, BUT PRESBYTERIAN. 
The name Protestant“ was appropriated 
by the Episeopaliaus, and claimed as theirs 
exclusively. The word Protestant,“ in the 
history of the North of Ireland, refers to the 
Established Chureh of Ireland, an Episco- 
pullan Chureh. (The Church of lreland was 
disestablished by Mr. Gladstone Mh 1509.) 

In the year 1709 a new act “to prevent the 
further growth of Popery ”’ was added to the 
black catalog of penal statutes already in 
existence. Among other things it defined 
the meaning of the term “ Protestants” (a 
word which is now popularly understood, as 
applied to religious belief, to mean every- 
thing not Roman Catholic). The language 
of the act is, That no convert is to be 
deemed a Protestant who has not, within a 
specified time, taken the oath of abjuration, 
and received the sacrament as a member of 
the Established Church.” 7 

According to this act a Roman Catholic 
could not escape the hardships of the penal 
laws by becoming a Presbyterian or Congre- 
gutionalist. Presbyterians at this time had 
no legal existence. , 

In the early history of the Orange organ- 
ization, Papists, Presbyterians, Quakers, and 
Methodists are expressly excluded by name, 
and none but Protestants—that is, members 
of the Established Church—were eligible to 
membership. And Orangeism, which did 
not have an existence until more than one 
hundred years after the siege of London- 
derry. has always been 

A BRANCH OF THE TORY ORGANIZATION. 
Says a well-informed writer, in a letter 
published in your issue of March 8, 1881: 

Orangeism, as an institution in Ireland. is the 
creature of Toryésm, landiordism, and the Eu- 
giish Church. It has never served any useful 
political or social purpose. It has ever been 
the instrument of tyranny and oppression.

It bas never stood on the side of liberty and re- 
form. When intelligence shall be abie to banish 
it from the land. the world will be the richer of 
its abolition, and humanity the better from its

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performed not a few of his inost daring acts 
of 
TYRANNY AND OPPRESSION. 

The Presbyterian ministers ejected from 
their livings in Ireland for nonconformity 
found an asylum in Scotland, where the 
progress of events soon issued in acrisis. 
in July, 1637, an — to introduce an 09 
noxious liturgy pr&tluced a riot in Edin- 
burg, and terminated in an ecclesiastical 
revolution. 

A bond known as the “the National Cove- 
nant’’ was now prepared; nobles, gentry, minis- 
ters, and people subscribed to it with enthusi- 
asm: andthe Presbyterians of Scothand, thus 
lirmly united, proved an overmatch for the pre- 
lates and their courtly patrons. Almost all the 
Scotch Bishops tled into England in dismay; and 
the King was compelled to abandon the policy 
wich he had so long cherished. By a General 
Assembly held at Glasgow towards the close of 
the year 1638, Diocesan Episcopacy was over- 
turned, and Presbyterian church-government 
was reestablished, 

Roused by the successful example of their 
brethren in their native land, many of the Scot- 
tish residents in the Northern Province of Ire- 
land were disposed to combine together in de- 
fense of their religiou and liberties. But Went- 
worth was determined, if possible, to prevent 
such a coalition. He accordingly _vrepared a 
form of oath, conceived io the most@avish style 
of passive obedience, pledging all wo took it to 
honor King Charles, not to protest against any 
of bis Royal commands, and not to enter into 

iy covenant for mutual defense without his 
Majesty's sovereiga and regal authority.“ 

Wentwort’, in pursuance of his precaution- 
ary plans for preventing the Scots in Ulster 
from joiningin the Covenant, or opposing in 
any way the designs of the King, bad recourse 
to an expedient more illegal in ics character and 
more oppressive in irs effects than any which be 
had yet adopted. This was the imposition on all 
the northern Scots of an oath, styled, from the 
dismal! calamities which it occasioned, 

“THE BLACK OATH,” 
in which they were compelled to swear never to 
oppose any of the King’s commands, and to ab- 
jureall covenants and oaths contrary to the 
tenor of this unconstitutional engagement. 

The first idea of ibis measure originated with 
In the monthof January, 1654, he sug- 
gested it to Wentworth as likely to furnish an 
addiuonal security to hiscause in Ulster. (Rush- 
worth. vill., 504.) 

Objections were made by some to the oath. 
They entreated that the qualifying phrase of 
“just commands, or “commands acvording to 
law.“ migut be inserted. But Wentworth would 
udutit of no alteration. 

By a proclamation dated the 2lst of May, 1639, 
all the Scottish residents in Ulster, above the 
ave of 16 years, were required to take this oath 
“upon the iloly Evangelists,and that upon pain 
of his Majesty's high displeasure, and the utter- 
most and mos! severe punishment which may be 
inflicted according to the laws of this realm on 
coutemners of sovereign authority.” Comumis- 
sions were issued to the northern magistracy to 
administer the oath in their respective districts, 
and they were directed to proceed in the most 
summary manner. The oath was imposed 
alike oa mules and females. It was enforced, 
without anv authority from Parliament; by the 
arbitrary will of thechicf Governor. The Epis- 
copai clorgy and church- wardens were required 
tomakea return of all the natives of North 
Britain resident in their respective parishes; 
and the oath, when read publicly by magistrates 
appointed to administer it, was to be taken by 
the peuple 

ON THEIR KNEES. 
Scotchmen who professed to be Roman Catho- 
lies were not obiiged to swear. The names of 
such as declined thus to pledge themselves were 
immediately forwarded to Dublin: and officers 
were disputebed from the seat of Government, 
authorised to deal with the recusantsa according 
to iustructions received from the Lord Deputy. 

By exacting this oath, Wentworth boped so to 
crush the spirit of the Presbyterians of the 
North that henceforth they would be amenabic 
to his dictation. The event proved that be had 
miserably miscalculated. To his astonishment 
many retused 1.0 take the oath, and dispiayed a 
determinatuon to submit to any penalty rather 
than enter into an engagement which they ab- 
horred, All were quite ready to pledge them- 
selves to constitutional loyalty; but they were 
not prepared solemnly to vow unconditionally 
tu do whatever the King pleased. The attempt 
to enforce the outh only aggravated the dissatis- 
faction which prevailed, and spread dis- 
may throughout Ulster. But, though the meas- 
ure evoked such resolute and general op- 
positiou, the Viceroy remained inficx- 
ible; and the hirsbest penalties, short 
of death, were inflicted by the others 
of government on All who refused 
compliance. Pregnant women were forced to 
travei considerable distances to the places ap- 
pointed by the Commissioners. If they hesitat- 
ed to attend, and, still more, if they scrupled to 
swear, they were 

TREATED IN A BARBAROUS MANNER, 

so that crowds of defenseless females fled to the 
woods, and concealed themselves in caves, to 
escape their merciless persecuters. Respecta- 
ble persons, untainted with crimes, were bound 
towether with chains and immured in dungeons. 
Several were dragwed to Dublin, and fined in 
exorbitant sums; while multitudes fled to Scot - 
land, leaving tneir houses and property to cer- 
tain ruin; and so many of the laboring popula- 
tion abandoned the country that it was scarcely 
possibie to carry forward the necessary work of 
the harvest. (Reid's History. Vol. I., 250; 
Killen's Ecclesiastical History of Ireland, Vol. 
II., 27 and 2.) 

Another historian says: 

From their earliest settlement in Ulster the 
Presbyterian clergy had exercised the same 
rights as their brethren of the Established 
Church in regard to the solemnization of mar- 
riage. In 18. a dispute baving arisen about 
some pruperty, the Armagh Consistorial Court 
(the Established Church court which was the 
Court of Probate) pronounced a marriage per- 
formed by a Presbyterian minister, between a 
Presbyterian and au Episcopalian, illegal. In 
the following year a man was tried and con- 
victed of bigamy. His counsel appealed against 
the verdict on the ground mat the first mar- 
riage was illegal. and for the reason given 
above. The appeal was beard derore the 
Judges in Dublin, and they, by a majority, sus- 
tained it. The decision created 

A PROFOUND SENSATION 
throughout Ulster. Hundreds of families were 
painfully wounded by it. For two centuries 
such marriages had been of uent occur- 
rence, and now ail were pronou invalid and 
the offspring illegitimate. 


The question was carried to the House of Lords. 
There the six Law Lords who sat upon it were 
equally divided—three pronouncing Presby- 


decision of the Irish bench therefore, stood. 

The matter, however, could not rest nere. 
Such a foul injustice to the Presbyterians of 
Ireland could not be tolerated. Meetings were 
heid in every part of Ulster. Government, teel- 
ing it necessary to interfere, gave notice. on the 
24th of February, 1842, that a bill would be in- 
troduced into Parliament to Pegalize all mar- 
riages va which doubts had been thrown. The 
bill was merely retrospective; and it was pro- 
posed to leave the wider question open for fut- 
ure consideration. Unihe 15th of March a spe- 
cial meeting of the Presbyterian Assembily was 
convened; and it adopted a series of resolutions 
condemning the Government bill because it em- 
bodied 


AN INVIDIOUS DISTINCTION 
between the ministers of the Established and 
Presbyterian Churches. 

These resolutions of the General Assembly, 
the protests of the Presbyterian people, and the 
energetic remonstrances of the Rev. Dr. Cooke 
addressed to Sir Robert Peel, Lord Eliot, and 
others, bad the desired effect. The obnoxious 
bill was st¢id in the House of Lords, 
and 4 special committee appointed 
to take into consideration the was 
subject, with a view to full and final legisiation. 
In April, 1544, a bill was drawn up by the Gon 
ernment, and, as eventually passed, it secured. 
if not entirely, yet to a large extent, the rights 
of the Presbyterian Churca and of the Noncon- 
formists of Ireland.“ (Life and Times of Dr. 
Cooke, pp. 385-356.) 

The evidence furnished is amply sufficient 
to prove to every candid mind that the Lrigp 
Presbyterians have suffered much and long 
under the cruel and unjust penal enactments 
of the English Government. They never 
had any unkind feelings towards their perse- 
cuted Roman Catholic countrymen; but, on 
the contrary, the pages of history furnish 
evidence of their friendly sympathy and 
kindness. I quote one or two instances from 
among a large number in my possession: 

In the year 1813 the Irish Presbyterian 
General Synod transmitted to Government a 
strong and unanimous declaration 

IN FAVOR OF CATHOLIC EMANCIPATION. 


On the 10th of January, 1828, a great County 
Antrim meeting in favor of Catholic eman- 
cipation was heid at Belfast, in which Pres- 
byteriaas took a prominentpart. In the even- 
ing of the same day a dinner of the friends of 
civil and religious liberty took place in the 
Royal Hotel, at which a Presbyterian minis- 
ter, Henry Montgomery, sat at the right of 
the Chairman, ‘Dr. Crolly, Roman Catholie 
Bishop of Down and Connor—afterwards 
Primate of the Isle of Saints. The report of 
the meeting states that in the course of the 
proteedings: 

The Chairman said: The liberality of the 
Presbyterian ministers is interwoven with the rec- 
ords of their religion, 1 shall select one outof 
the many excellent ministers be:onging to the 
Synod of Ulster, and give you—The Rev. 
Henry Montgomery and the Synod of Ulster. 
| Taree times three, and loud cheering. | 

Mr. Montgomery returned thanks tor himself, 
and on the part of bis clerical: brethren. He 
alluded to the declaration of the Synod of U- 
ster, in 1813. in favor of Catholic emancipation. 
9 He called on them to keep firm and 
united; and he was sure that a combination ot 
events would soon burst open the doors of the 
temple of the constitution, and give them

to all the honors and emoluments contained 
therein. He wished to propose & toast; it was— 
The Roman Catholic Bishop of Down and Con- 
nor. (Turee times three, and loud cheei ing. | 


Chairman observed that We find in later times, 
us well as in the early history of the world, th 
serpent too frequently ia found coiling tac about 
the tree of knowiedge.

The Belfast Academical Institution was 
organized in 1808, to afford an opportunity of 
educating the voung men at home instead of 
at Glasgow. In 1815 the Presbyterian Synod 
adopted the new seminary as a place of edu- 
cation for candidates for the ministry in the 
Irish Presbyterian Church. 

The Emancipation bill, establishing the re- 
ligious liberty, relieving the disabilities, and 
securing the civil equality of the Roman 
Catholics of the United Kingdom, became a 
law on the 15th of April, 1829. The event 
was celebrated in Belfast, the strongiold of 
Presbyterianism in Ireland, by an entertain- 
ment which was called 

A “CUNCILIATION DINNER,” 
attended by a large company of Presbytert- 
ans, Protestants, and Catholics. The Roman 
Catholic Bishop, Dr. Crolly, in replying to 
the toast of Civil and Keligious Liberty 
Throughout the World,” among other things 
said: 

have until this night been destitute of the 
blessings of civil and religious liberty. I owe a 
debt of gratitude to God, and return my grate- 
ful thanks to you for placing me in the attitude 
of a freeman in the land of my nativity. Yet I 
am bound to say that, despite of penal enact- 
ments, | have been a freeman, by tho practical! 
benevalence of my feilow-townsmen, for the 
| last seventeen years. It bas long been the char- 

acteristic of your town that no ove can live in 
| Belfast without feeling uimself at perfect 
| liberty to worship his God according to the dic- 

tates of his conscience. After struggling so 
long in the great cause of 

CIVIL AND RELIGIOUS LIBERTY, 

t has at last been your glory to see the great 
object ot your exertions accomplished: and | 
trust that Irishmen of every communion will 
recollect, and that Catholics in particular will 
never forget, hat. when the balunce was doubt- 
ful, the inhabitants of Belfast stepped forward, 
and threw eleven millions of property into the 
scale of freedom. This act of generosity de- 
mands the most ardent feelings of gratitude on 
our part; and it shail not be lost. We will ive 
you, in return, a peaceful and prosperous coun- 
Ary: and you will have the pleasure of seeing 
seven millions of [rishmen —2— erect in the 
majesty of freedom, eujoying the full exercise 
of civil and religious liberty. and feeling that 
they are not unworthy of the biessings. 

It is no part, either of my nature or my 
creed, to think illof any man, or to injure 
any man, on account of his conscientious 
opinions. And I lay no claim to any merit 
save that of an abiding, enthusiastic love of 
my native land; and, as an Irish Presbyte- 
rian, I say

that we should ever see the dying embers of 
sectarian and party rancor fanned into a 
flame, and our generous countrymen, instead 
of cordially uniting to advance the interests 
of all, wildly wasting their energies in order 
to secure the asceudency of a part. 
ly abhor all ascendency—Catholic, Prot- 
estant, or Presbyterian—amongst country- 
men and fellow-citizens. wish to see no 
ascendency but that of industry, intelligence, 
moral right, and liberty—in short, the as- 
2— of the people, united, happy, and 
ree! 

The agency and design of Mr. Redpath in 
making such misstatements as contained in 
his letter to Turk TrtBuNeE are too apparent. 
To arouse the hostility of Catholic Lrish in 
the United States against Irish Presb #¢erians, 
the truest friends of Irish liberty, would be 
doing good service for his English empwy- 
ers.

Todo this, economies in operation are 
resorted to that cause serious loss and incon- 
venience to the public.

The hot wheat of the present year is about the 
coolest hot wheat ever known in this city. It 
refuses to go down. It sold Saturday at what 
would have been regarded seven weeks ago as a 
good price for sound No.2 wheat. True, there 
was a little catch in it. Some og the folks who 
heard rumors Friday sold hot wheat short on 
the lust call of that day, expecting that Satur- 
day’s posting would result in a big decline. But 
it did not, and the sellers were obliged to fill in 
with a loss. The truth about the wheat is that 
it is not spoiled in the least degree. except in so 
far as a sweating process had set in, which, if 
allowed to go on Would result in spoiling. The 
very latest improvement in milling involves as 
a hart ot the process the warming of the wheat 
to a much higher point than that reached yet by 
any of the posted wheat. This may account for 
the confidence displayed by buyers. 

There were, however, nota few people who 
failed to understand how No.2 wheat, received 
into the St. Paul Elevator Aug. 25, could get hot 
by Sept. 9, only fourteen days, if it were proper- 
ly taken care of.

An ordinance was 
read granting the Iliinois Central a route and 
privileges in connection with it still more 
extensive than those in the ordinance submit- 
ted by the South Chicago and Western Indiana. 
The Ilnnois Central management have incorpo- 
rated the South Chicago Railroad Company to 
build the road. Discussion of the rival ordi- 
nances has been postponed tiil next Friday 
night. It-is encouraging to property-owners to 
see two railroads anxious to build a shore road 
to South Chicago, but the new zeal of the Iili- 
nois Central must not be taken at its own valua- 


tion. It has let the district in question 
lie tor . without railroad fa- 
cilities, despite ery inducement and per- 
suusion that could be offered. It comes for- 
ward only when another railroad agrees to pro- 
vide Hyde Park with the facilities wanted. The 
ordinance prepared by the Illinois does not bind 
it to build the road. It 1 build it, but it 
doesn’t have to do it. All the IIlinois Central 
wants is to prevent any other railroad from 
building over this route. That would be en- 
tirely in harmony with the usual tactics of 
railroad corporations. Hyde Park will be 
worse off than before if it passes 
an ordinance giving the only desirable right 
of way to a road that may never build. The 
public care very little who builds the road. 
What they want is that the road be built and 
operated, and they will insist that the Trustees 
of Hyde Park give no corporation the right to 
build to South Chicago without at the same time 
im posing on it the duty of building. In other 
words, an ordinance.giving either the Illinois 
Central or the West Indiana the right to build 
this road should make it conditional upon the 
completion of the work, and the running of 
regular trains within a reasonable time, say. 
three months. ‘The property-owners of Hyde 
Park bad better look to this next Friday night 


in person.

New York boasts ot unexampled investments in 
business and residence buildings of unusual 
splendor, and of an immense project for the 
improvement of Long Island.

Mr. Corbin is the magician, at the 
touch of whose wand the great hotels at Man- 
battan Beach sprung from the white sand, and 
other hotels, piers, and bathing pavilions fol- 
lowed, converting a stretch 1 seacoast 
into a priceless boon to the 
tailway, costing but a few thousand dollars, 
and paying for itself, it is said, once a fortnight 
through the season, is atribute to his busines 
sugacity and foresight. For all this, conserva- 
tive people see signs of prematurity in Mr. Cor- 
Long Island scheme. There are bett 
and uearer places for cottages, hotels, and farms.

The surface of the lake 
will thus be lowered several feet, and with the 
assistance of the natural water courses and 
lateral canals to be constructed, a vast tract 
of country will be thoroughly drained, There 
is an impression prevalent that the reason 
so much of Florida is overfiowed with water is 
because the land is below the level of the sea. 
This is not the case. The entire southern part 
of the Peninsula of Florida has a coraiine 
foundation. Around the seacoast there is a 
formation like the lips of a saucer. which pre- 
vents the waters of the interior from finding 
their way to the ocean. In addition to draining 
Lake Okeechobee, it is intended to pierce the 
obstructive coraline formation with canals ut 
various places, and thus,in the opinion of the 
projectors, render certain the complete reclam- 
ation of the entire overtiowed section of the 
State. The land that will be acquired will be of 
the] most fertile kind. A steamboat franchise 
hasialso been acquired by the compeny. which 
cr navigate 30 miles of continuous inland wa-

His mother. now the only child 
ot the enlightcned and honest Dom Pedro, is a 
neighbor of Dona Marwherti, at Passy. but not 
on visitipog terms with her. The Princess Im- 
perial of Brazil is good-ratured and unaffected. 
She is a blonde, but, wants the roses and lilies 
wbich in northern latitudes often go with fair 
hair. When she goes to the opera with the 
Due de Nemours sLe and he wait 
unattended in the vestibule for their carriage. 
The cause of her prolonred sojourn in Europe 
isthe delicate constitution of her oldest son, 
Pedro, a boy of low vitality, sweet disposition, 
and a precocious intellect, If by any accident 
he came to the throne in his minority, he might 
hereafter take rank in the history of his coun- 
try as a Brazilian Edward VI. Princess 
Imperial of Brazil bas made no mark in fasb- 
iouable society. She resides in hotel of moderate 
size not far from Jules Janin’s chalet, and in 
the midst of gardens which in summer are at 
once leaty and bright with tiowers, for which she 
bas u passion. The future Emoress of Brazil 
lives on terms of the closest intimacy with the 
Orleans family, and particularly with the branch 
of which her husband, the Comte d Eu, is ascion. 
He is half a Coburg, and has the centre gauche 
temperament of that family. The Comte d’Eu 
has a very second-rate intellect, but has culti- 


vated it highly, and has many of those qualities

He is a nephew of 
the King Dowager of Portugal. 1 am pot sure 
that itis correct to apply the term *dowager”’ 
to the widower of a Queen regnant, but I cannot 
think of any other word to express the status of 
Dom Ferdinand at the Court of Lisbon.
